horse is stolen to attempt to place the blame for the casualties 
after the children were hurt. A "Crossing Accident Preven- 
tion" campaign, both among school children and automobile 
drivers would not be amiss. It is all -well and good to rave 
and rant about the responsibility for the accident after it 
happened, but the time to do the most good is before it occurs. 


Not only children, but grown ups, are too prone to fall for 


"jay walking" right here in Clearfield, despite the fact that 
the borough authorities have gone to a great deal of trouble 
and expense to mark out pedestrian crossings at the main 
street thoroughfares in the center of town. Just stop some 
day, 
as school is letting out, and count the number of the 


younger generation that flock from one corner to the next 
without the slightest regard for these crossing spaces. 


An then too, at the same time, stop and count the number 


of autoists who drive along like they were on a life and death 
call. It really will surprise you. 


In an effort to minimize crossing accidents the local and 


county school outhorities should institute a campaign along 
lines calculated to instill a due regard for Safety First princi- 
ples in the minds of the pupils. It will bear fruits in years to 
come. 


And at the same time it might not be amiss to ask the 


authorities to instill a like regard for Safety First for pedestrians 
into the hearts and minds of some erring autoists.
